THE PRESIDENT 8 ADDRESS. 


The President of the association, Col. W. I. 
Gross, of Springfield, then delivered the annual 
address. He said: 


The question is often asked why, in a great State 
like Lilinois, whose active bar cannot number less 
than 5,000, so small a number have identified them 
selves with the State association, and it must be 
confessed the query is pertinent. That our mem- 
bership is small compared with the whole number 


‘ol active practitioners must be apparent: and in 


this anomalous condition of things alone n sufticient 
renson existe, as is believed, for us to stop und 
consider whether the cause does not, to some ex- 
tent at least, lie at our own door; and If it does, 
what is to be done to remove the stumbling-blocks 
out of our brethren's way; and if not whut miexns 
shall be adopted to awaken in the minds of our 
brethren lively interest in 
aims, and work of the association. 
need not stop to tell you that this association 
cannot stand still; that it is as obedient to the 
great law of development as the tree, and that it 
must either grow or die. It matters not how hon- 
vrable and distinguished its membership may be, | 
how free it has kept itself from ‘factions, parti 
and rings, or how valuable its past services “ay 
have been, the well-grounded hope of what may be. 
accomplished in the future must form the induce- 
ment, the attraction, the incentive, to our brethren 
throughout the State to unite with us. Now, what 


one of our prime objects is to facilitate the admin- 


istration of justice and promote reform 
in the law. It gees without saying that. 
if the administration of justice can de 


facilitated, and there is anything we can doin that 
direction, we Owe it to Ourselves as good citizens, 
to the community in which we live and of which 
we form a no inconsiderable part, and to the courts 
whose officers we are, to do that thing; and this 
members of the profession 
unlike, whether they are connected with this asso- 
ciation or not, and this will nowhere be denied. 
Again, the very fuct that such an organization was 
calied into being and has carried ona reasonably 
successful career for so many years is in itself an 
assumption that the profession can by organization, 
by the adoption of uniform methods, and by a con- 
centration of effort accomplish that which as indi- 
viduale would be impossible. Surely no argument 
need be indulged to convince any one that many 
are mightier than a few or that the whole is 
greater than a part. 

If the State association has a real mission, as it 
manifestly has, let it be declared, that the hesitat- 
ing and indifferent may be aroused andthe profes- 
sional pride and ambition of our brethren be 
touched and quickened into life. 

For u long time it has been made a part of the 
duty of our Judges to suggest defects and omis- 
sions in the law. That this salutary: provision has 
been barren of fruit, take the case of one of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court who submitted to a 
recent Legislature no less than five reports of this 
character, embodying the result of his experience 
in the practical administration of justice in the 
highest court of the State, and mark the result. 
The reports were received by the Legislature; it is 
believed they were referred to appropriate com 
mittees,. but--there they have slept to this daz. 
Nor js this an exceptional Case. Gentlemen now 
before me could, if they would, give us many like 
instances. It would be un unfair criticiem, | 
however, to attribute this 
onthe part of the Legislature to a want of contidence | 
in the wisdom of our Judges. or to intentional dis- 
regard of valuable suggestion; but it resulta from | 
the fact that legislation is the working out, not oft 
request and suggestion alone, however courteous | 
and valuable, but of demand. 

The way we are going on at present half the time 
we are talking to the winds. This. present meeting | 
fuirly illustrates. Our objective points, as we have 
seen, are facilitating the administration of justice | 
and promoting reforms in the law. The duty of | 
enacting the laws by means of which these objects | 
are to be attained is cast upon another body of} 
citizens. In some Way that other body—the Legis- ‘ 
lature—is to be made to know what we know, to see 
as we see, to realize that, whereas now, through 
imperfect menns, or on account of defective meth - 
ods and practices, oppression and injustice are 
wrought out, instead of equality and justice, and, | 


that remedy is. — 

However important it may be for the bar of the 
„State, through its State association, to take the ini- 
tiative in matters of legal reform, and to diregt und 
control the same by operating directly upon the 
lawmaking power of the State, we have declared it 
also important and worthy of continued effort “to 
elevate the stundard of integrity, honor, and cour- 
tesy’’ in our profession, and to cherish a spirit of 
brotherhood among the members thereof. 

If not the prime one of the secondary objects of 
a State association of lawyers is, to overcome the 
natural tendency to secinsiveness by affording 
them an opportunity of meeting their professional 
brethrén from every part of the State upon a com- 
mon plane, and the formation of personal acquaint- 
anceships and friendships,to throw off for the 
time being the yoke of writs and plaints, of pro- 
fessional cares and anxicties, and to feel the glow 
of cordf&l contact with one's kind: ‘True, this can- 
not be measured by the ordinary standards, and 
tinds no equivalent in the tokens of commerce; nor 
ure we to suppose that all there is of value in this 
life can be thus measured. The truth Is, that. with- 
out a socja! side, or with a social nature.in embryo, 
there is wanted that rounded fullness that marks 
the perfectly developed man—lawyer or layman. 

In what we may do or hope to doin the way of 
elevating the 
courtesy, it is hard to understand how we can uc- 
complish it better than to make the bar of today 
intimately acquainted with the lives und arac- 
ters of the mon who. in their time, were liv... n- 
samples of the virtue we would inculcate; and fur 
this purpose it should be both our pleasure and 
duty to keep alive the memory of Nathaniel Pope 
and Ninian Kdwards, Elias K. Kane and Justin 
Buttertield, Henry Eddy and Cyrus Walker, Julius 
Manning and Nehemiah Bushnell, William II. Un- 
derwood and John M. Wilson, Abraham Lincoln 
und Stephen T. Logan, Orville II. Browning and 
Charies B. Lawrence, and others whose names are 
quite as well known. And if, in addition, we shall 
be able to bring together from time to time the 
best living exponents and highest types within our 
jurisdiction, as manifestly we will, and in this wax 
they shall become personally known to the body of | 
the bar. the influence of such contact and acquaint- 
anceship will surely tend to bring about the 
result we have at heart. When we think we have, 
as an organization, lived long enough and are ready 
to be dissolyed into our original elements, the 
work of dissolution may be speedily accomplished 
by turning the members of this association into 
spies, and informers, and prosecutors, and by set- 
ting up arbitrary standards of professional ethics, 
and hunting up occasions for exercising a com- 
pulsory power we do not possess. 

Those who were so fortunate as to be able to 
attend the American Bar Association at Saratoga 
speak in the highest terms of the character of its 
active membersbip, the course of its proceedings, 
and the fraternal spirit exhibited. It is understood 
that the question of holding its annual meetings in 
ditferent. parts of the country is being seriously 
considered. Without being able to speak author- | 
itatively, this may be said: it is likely that in the 
near future a meeting will be held in Chicago, and 
itmay be well for you to consider whether .

OTHER PROCEEDINGS. 

The report on legal education, presented by 
Mr. C. C. Bonney, states the committee's inten- 
tional neglect to say anything ou the subject of 
the education of the protession, and is devoted 
to the legal education of the people. The com- 
mittee regards ft as a reproach to our system 
that it does not give more exact information of 
the rules of law that touch the daily operations 


the organization and operation of National, 
State, and Municipal Governments, The gen- 
eral conclusion of the report is as follows: 

In our Opinion the common-school system should 
include a sma)! text-book which should contain 
the Constitutions of the United 
State, and the most important general rules of law 
relating to contracts, negotiable Instruments, ad- 
ministrations, domestic rights, business corpora- 
tions, and munteipal government. Larger text- 
books of the same general character should be pro- 
vided for the course of study in the seminary, the 
acudemy, and the college. 

Judge J. B. Bradwell submitted the annual 
report on legal biography, and on motion of 
Mr. Bonney, Judge Bradwell was elected His- 
torian of the State Assocfition, a new office, to 
be devoted to the collection, preservation, and 
publication of the biographical history of the 
association from year to year. 

Mr. Callahan. of Robinson, submitted a reso- 
lution favoring an amendment to the statute 
in relation to the Appellate Court, allowing up- 
peals and writs of error from all final judg- 
ments of that court, and asked its reference to 
u special commitic® to report tomorrow. Mr. 
Mcfaddon, of Quincy, desired its reference to 
a Committee to take the question uader careful 
consideration and report at the next annual 
meeting, and pending action the association 
adjourned till tomorrow, to attend the reunion 
of the survivors of the Constitutional Contenu 
tion of 1847.

**What in your opinion, Captain, was the cause 
of the loss of the City of Boston?“ b 
The City of Limerick, almost precisely the 
same lutitude, a few days latde found the seu full 
of flouting ice, and I have no doubt the City of 
Boston collided with the ice, and sank imme- 
diately.’’

We hereby agree that the maximum commissions

tween Yankton and Kansas City (both inclusive) 
and beyond—First-class, second and third 
class, $2.50; round-trip, first-class, $4. From Chi- 
ihneapolis and beyond, as 
specified in managers’ agreement of Dec. 23, 1882— 


Pirst-class, $2; second and third class, $1.50; 
round-trip, first-class, 83. The toregoing 
maximum commissions are understood to 


include street commissious wherever paid, and 
the sume shall not be exceeded directly of indi- 
In no case shallany agent or party hand- 
ling tickets in any wise use any portion of these 
commissions to cut any Pates under penalty of be- 
ing cut off from receiving commissions from a!! of 
the lines parties to this agreement. This agree- 
ment shall take effect and apply in the cities of 
New York, Boston, and Chicago on and after Jan. 
6. 1854, and at all otheg points east of Chicago and 
St. Louis on and efter Feb. 1. 1884. All previous 
arrangements contlicting with this agreement are 
hereby abrogated. Any line may withdraw from 
this agreement after the expiration of thirty days’ 
notice being given to the other lines parties hereto.

WOMEN IN WYOMING. 


The ‘Times? Letter Up ase 


Subject in the Territory. 
CHEYENNE, W yo., Dec. 26.—[ New York Times

Politicians look upon woman-suffrage with but 
a feeble desire to correct abuses arising from 
it, and but with little concera as t 
whether it is founded on just | principle 
or not. The single question with them is 
how to attract votes their way. From them, 
therefore, no trustworthy testimony relating 


to the subject could be expected. The public |

of Delegate to Congress. 
However sincere and incorruptible 4 candidate 
for that office might be, would it nat be polit- 
ical suicide if he were tojexpress publicly the 
opinion that one-third of the voters of the Ter- 
‘ritory—the women—ought not to have the 
right to vote? He might be a pure man and a 
patriot, but after the utterance of views ad- 
verse to woman-suffrage his chances for Con- 
gress would be slim. The Territorial press, 
having espoused for years the cause of woman- 
suffrage, can hardly be expected to drop its 
plaything and abandon it in a moment. Ht can 


be seen, then, why it was left for a newspaper | 
correspondent to explode the Wyoming woman- | 


suffrage humbug. 

Now that the stand has been taken that the 
experiment of placing women on a political 
equality with men is a failure here, it is no un- 
common thing to hear men—and women too 
declare that a mistake was made in ever at- 
tempting it. I quote the words of a gentle- 
man whose business and social relations are 
such that he can hardly err in interpreting the 
sentiment of the community: * I can say from 
personal knowlege that the opinions expressed 
in the Times’ letters on woman-suffrage here 
meet with the hearty approval of at least three- 
fourths of the thinking people of Wyoming. 
The facts related by the correspondent cannot 
be denied. Anything further in the same vein 
would be well received. I have no doubt that. 
when Wyoming comes to adopting a State Con- 
stitution the question of woman-suffrage will 
be altogether ignored. There are a few cranks’ 
here who seek to gain a little cheap notoriety 


by advocating woman-suffrage. They have | 
been unable to reply to the | Times’ let- 


ters.“ Is it not. indeed, remarkable 


that your oorrespondent's challenge to E= 


the Wyoming woman-suffrage people to pro 
duce some evidence of the good results claimed 
for it has not called forth any reply whatever? 
The first argument made against woman-suf- 
frage here, based on facts known to the public, 


remains unanswered for six weeks. The com- 


ments of the local press can hardly be regard- 
ed as replies; it is doubtful if the Eastern 


woman-suffrage advocates, hard pushed as they 


are for arguments, will quote them.

CLEVERLY CAPTURED. | 

A THIEVING CLERK OF SPERRY & BARNES, o 
NEW YORK, MAKES A RICH HAUL, CUTS A 
PASH IN CHICAGO, is CAUGHT, AND COM- 
PELLED TO DISGORGE. 
One of the most important and highly sensa- 
tional criminal arrests that have been made in 
the city in several months came to light yester- 
day, although the parties interested have been 
making every effort to keep ita secret. The 
arrest was quietly made through Pinkerton’s 
Detective Agency. The story leaked out, 
however, through the medium of a com- 
municative Fourth avenue damsel, and, 
when Mr. W. A. Pinkerton was 
pressed for an explanation, the entire 
affair was given in detail. The history of the 
case dates back several weeks, and, though 
originating in New York, subsequent events 
give it a peculiarly local interest. oe 
Among the large wholesale preduce dealers 
of New York is the firm of Sperry & Barnes, 
who have a branch house in New Haven, Conn., 
and are also the American representatives of 
the extensive firm of Bamford Bros., of Liver- 


pool, Eng... Among their employés was a young 
man named E. H. Kobbe, who enjoyed their 


full confidence and was given considerable 
latitude in conducting certain. portions- 
of the firm's wsiness, particularly 
the handling of large sums of money. 
He was also intrusted with the sale of 
Mus of exchange drawn on the Liverpool 
firm, being required to deposit the amount of 
his sales with his employers’ bankers. Quite a 
pumber of drafte containing the firm's signa- 
ture were left in his charge, the amount of the 
exchange to be filled in by him when sold. 

a careful manipulation of the books he sue- 
ceeded in filing out some of the blanks, which 
he sold to Jessup, Payton & Co.,a New York 
brokerage firm, and had the checks, amounting 
in all to $92,000, made payable to his own 
order. He then opened a personal bank ac- 
count, collected the amount of the checks from 


Government bonds. One day, about two weeks 
ago, he was missing ut the office, and an examina- 
tion of his accounts led the firm to suspect 
there was something crooked. A thorough in- 
vestigation followed, and the whole truth be- 
came known. 

General-Suporintendent Robert A. Pinkerton 
was employed to rundown the absconding 
clerk, and after becoming convinced that he 
had left New York telegraphed the agency here 
t be on the lookout. The principal hotels 
were searched without finding fugitive. 
The following day. Dec, 21, a second telegram 
arrived stating that a young man named John 
R. Van Arsdale was supposed to have accom- 
panied Kobbe, and a second tour around 
the hotels showed that the names of 
Harry Benson and John F. Howard were 
inscribed on the Tremont House register in 
a. handwriting that tallied with Kobbe's. The 
hotel clerks did not remember the parties, but 
the books showed that they had paid their bill 
and left. That night photographs of both men 
came by mail and Van Arsdale was recognized 
by detectives belonging to the agency as hav- 
ing been one of the guards at the Beech Tree 
coal-mines in Pennsylvania at the time of the 
strike in that region. When the photographs 
were shown to the hotel porters, waiters, and 
bell-boys they were recognized as those of the 
men who had registered under fictitious names. 
Christmas a telegram from New York stated 
that Van Arsdule had returned to that city alone 
aud refused to give any information concernin, 
Kobbe beyond the fact that both had bee 
having a regular hurrah on the *Levee.”’ J 
hack-driver gave the detectives some valuabi 
pointers, and a week ago yesterday Kobbe was 
located about midnight in a house on Fourth 
avenue. The place was one of the most noto- 
rious dens in that locality, and was shadowed 
throughout the remafnder of the night. In 
the morning he was arrested and his two fe- 
mule companions induced to tell everything 
they knew. He had been there several days 
and hud bought all the wine in the 
house every night of his stay. One of 
the women, Gracie Dunn, was to leave 
with him for Mexico that day. She exhibited a

The examination of these gentlemen 
lasted less than two h@urs, and at half-past 2 
the grand jury adjourned for the day. It was 
rumored that quite a Bumber of people who 
were before the grand jury once before in the 
same matter have beet, summoned for today, 
but the court offici denied the truth of 
the rumor, while the members of the 
grand jury wrapped themselves in silence and 
their heavy overcoats and refused to impart 
any information in regard to their day's work. 
Ex-Ald. Jonas said he had been asked a great 
many questions which he had been unable to 
answer, and hardly knew what his questioners 
had been driving at. He had not-been able to 
tell {he jury anything except what he had heard 
and read, ashe was not possessed of any di- 
rect’ knowledge of any Alderman having re- 
ceived pay for his vote on the Evanston ordai- 
nance. Some members of the grand jury inti- 
mated that Ald. Dixon had been an interesting 
witness, by explaining at length how he came 
to vote for the Evanston ordinance from sheer 


conviction that the best interests of the 
public demanded its passage. But wheth- 
er Mr. Dixon succeeded in per 


suading the grand jury that no 
corrupt means were used to bring about the 
passage of the ordinance the jurymen would 
not say.

THE CIVIL- SERVICE LAW. 
ITS PRACTICAL AND SATISFACTORY WORKINGS 
IN THE CHICAGO CUSTOM-HOUSE. 

Unlike many of the others, the Chicago Cus- 
tom-House was not filled up™ just before the 
Civil-Service law went into effect, Collector 
Spalding being a firm believer in the system 
and determining to carry out the spirit as 
well as the letter of the law. There 
have been two examinations so far. 
Of sixty-one applicants four failed to ap- 
pear, three were rejected on account of 
being over age, and fifty-oue were examined. 
Of the latter twenty-cight passed—ten as in, 
spectors and eighteen as clerks. The highest 
average attained by a clerk was 98.25 and 
the lowest 66, the general average being 81,97, 
while the highest inspector reached 93 and the 
lowest 65, the generalaverage being 79.80. Of 
the eighteen who passed for clerkships two 
were appointed clerks and six inspectors from 
choice, and of the ten qualified two were given 
places as inspectors. So it appears that out of 
the twenty-eight successful applicants eleven 
have secured positions. Four of them were 
already in the service as temporary inspectors. 
There have been several promotions in the 
Custom-House, and they were made strictly in 
accordance with the civil-service rules. Another 
examination for clerks and inspectors will be 
held the llth inst., and forty-three appilica- 
tions are already on file. Civil-Service Commis- 
sioner Gregory is very proud of what has been 
done at the Chicago Custom-House, since it has 
been demonstrated here that the system can be 
made a perfect success.

No. We have been expecting for six 
months that the County Commissioners would 
give us the unclaimed dead, and Cotfee bas had 
the promise from some of the demonstrators 
that he should have the handling of the bodies 
for the various colleges.

He is not a resurrection- 
ist. He is ready to bring the bodies to the col- 
leges from the county institutions and the 
hospital.

Are bodies offered for sale often?” 
„ Several have been offered, but not ac- 
cepted, as we had.a few. No one is regularly 


employed by the college to secure material. If 


any are offered and we need them we buy them 
if the parties can account satisfactorily for 
their possession. We do all we canto see that 
they are not stolen bodies that any one will 
make a fuss about. And in this case of Mrs. 
Hoyt we have done all we could to make it 
right. We are going to send her home in a cas- 
ket. The college furnishes it aud pays all the 
expenses. It is our intention to restore such 
bodies to friends. Nothing of the kind has oc- 
curred before, but if it should hereafter the 
friends can have the body. We don't hide any 
of the bodies, and don’t want any at the col- 
lege that we have to hide. I was not perfectly 
satisfied about this case, and I kept the body to 
await results.” 
** What made you suspicious?” Res 
It came from outside. There were no real 
grounds for suspicion, only the man was a 
etranger, and acted as if he wanted to remain 
so—was not frank and bold; and for that reason 
I felt as though 1 ought to keep it for a while.

OPINIONS OF COMMISSIONERS. 
The arrest of several Chicagoans for body- 
snatching is creating great interest among t 
County Commissioners, since the medical gen- 
tlemen interested in the traffic of dead bodies 
charge that the refusal of the County Board to 
grant the medical colleges the use of pauper 
bodies for dissecting purposes is the principal 
cause for the existence of an illegal traf- 
fic therein. Commissioners Klehm, Van 
Pelt, dnd Leyden were discussing the 


‘matter yesterday in the committee-room. 


Klehm sad be had always been 
in favor of letting the medical colleges take 
the pauper bodies under certain restrictions, 
and Van Pelt said he believed thet should be 
done in order to protect the bodies of those 
who were not paupers. The teachers and 
students of medicine needed human bodies, and 
it was sheer folly to ignore this fact. The 
bodies of paupers and crimiffals could certainly 
be put to no better use. But the County Board 
had been placed in a very unfortunate position 
in this matter. It had been stated that there 
was a job in the question, and, of course, every 
Commissioner voting to grant the request of 
the medical colleges would be suspected at 
once of having sold his vote. He did not be 
lieve that there was any job. 9 


Commissioner Klehm agreed to this and sad 


he stood ready any time to vote in accordance 
with his convictions, no matter what the papers 
said. He believed that the position of the 
medical colleges was right, and that the County 
Board was in the wrong. Only a few weeks 
ago some graves in potter's field had been 
robbed, and it would be impossible to prevent 
the cemetery at the Poor-Farm from being 
robbed. He expected every day to hear that 
the morgue at the County-Hospital had been 
broken into, 
Commissioner Leyden said he would never 
vote to give bodies to be cut up. He supposed 
it was true that the medical colleges must have 
bodies, and would encourage body-snatching if 
that was the only means of procuring them, 
but he did not think the County Board had any 
more right to give the bodies of paupers to the 
medical colleges than those of millionaires. 
Every human being was entitled to a decent 
burial, and to provide the latter for the poor 
and friendless was one of the duties of the 
ay Board, which he meantto keep relig- 
ously. | 
Commissioner MecClaughrey, who had been a 
silent listener, to this conversation, would not 
say what his opinion was, but Commissioner 
Lynn laughingly said he believed some people 
did the world more good by being cut up after 
death than they had ever done during their 
lifetime. 
Sommer said he was certainly in favor of 
helping out the colleges, provided they would 
agree to bury decently the remains of tho 
bodies. He was ceriain that the potter's field 
was being robbed right along, as the county 
would not pay a watchman to watch it. 
It is probable that the recent cases of grave- 
robbery will force the question to the front 
again in the board. | f
